ORDER 

New Delhi, the 14th Febiuary, 1978 

S.O. 92(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion 109 of the Gold (Control) Act, 1968 (45 of 1968) the 
Central Government, being of the opinion that it is necessary 
and expedient in the public interest so to do, heieby exempts 
certified goldsmiths from the provisions of sections 40 and 
41 of the Gold (Control) Act, 1968 (45 of 1968) subject to 
the following conditions, to the extent specified below, 
namely :— 

A cei lifted goldsmith may— 

(a) make, manufacture, prepare and sell ornaments made 

from standard gold bars, which he is allowed 
to possess under the provisions of section 
42 of the Act, provided that he has customer’s or¬ 
ders in his possession and has entered such orders 
In the prescribed account and has noted the name 
and address of the customer in such account, 

(b) purchase ornaments, the total weight of which does 
not exceed 35 grammes at a time from any person 
other than a dealer and utilise the same for the pur¬ 
pose of making, manufacturing or preparing orna¬ 
ments; provided that he has received orders from 
customers (other than dealers) and has entered such 
orders in the prescribed accounts subject to the con¬ 
ditions mentioned hereunder :— 

(1) the goldsmith has a business premises and has 
declared the particulars of such premises to the 
Gold Control Officer, noi below the rank of 


Inspector of Central Excise wilhin the local limits 
of whose jurisdiction it is situated apd get 1 he same 
entered in the goklsmi h’s certificate by the said 
officer, 

(2) the goldsmith shall maintain account and issue 

vouchers for purchase and sale of ornaments in 
the manner prescribed in the Gold Conlrol 
(Forms, Fees and Miscellaneous Matters) Rules, 
1969, 

(3) subject to (he provisions of section 43 of the Act, 

the goldsmith shall not perform any other function 
of a goldsmith outside the premises dcc'arcd by 
him, except repairing and polishing of customers’ 
ornamems and auiclcs.

NOTIFICATIONS

S.O. 93(E).—-In exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion 114, read wilh clause (e) of sub-section (4) of section 
39 of the Gold (Contiol) Act, 1968 (45 of 1968), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following rules to amend the 
Gold Control (Grant of Certificates) Rules, 1970, namely :—• 

1. Shorl title and commencement.—(1) These rules may be 
called the Gold Conlrol (Grant of Certificates) Amendment 
Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of tbeir publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 
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2. In (he Gold Control (Grant of Certificate!)) Rules, 1970, 
in rule 3, after clause (c), the following clause and expla¬ 
nations shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(d) any person, who possess adequate skill of a gold¬ 
smith and has not been convicted or penalised for 
a Cold Control offence or for smuggling. 

Explanation I : Any perton who has worked as an appren¬ 
tice with a certified goldsmith for a period of not less than 
three months and whose nartte has been endorsed in the 
certificate of such certified goldsmith shall be deemed to 
possess adequate skill of a goldsmith. 

Explanation II ; In this rule, “Gold Control Offence” mean* 
any contravention of the provisions of Part XITA of the De¬ 
fence of India Rules, 1962, fhe Gold (Control) Ordi¬ 
nance 1968, lhc Gold (Control) Act, 1968 (45 of 1968) or 
any rule or order made thereunder."

S.O. 94(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Sec¬ 
tion 114 of the Gold (Control) Act, 1968 (45 of 1968), the 
Central Government hereby makes the following rules further 
to amend the Gold Control (Forms, Fees and Miscellaneous 
Matters) Rules. 1968, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called Gold Control (Forms. 
Fees and Miscellaneous Matters) Amendment Rules. 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the dale of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In Rule 11 of the Gold Control (Forms, Fees and Mis¬ 
cellaneous Matters) Rules, 1968 (hereinafter referred to os 
the said rules) after sub-clause (c) of clause (1), the follow¬ 
ing sub-clause (d) shall be inserted namely 

“(d) the certified goldsmith who opt to avail of the ex¬ 
emptions made under section 109 with regard to fhe 
purchase and sale of ornaments by certified gold¬ 
smiths shall maintain, in addition to the account in 
Form No. GS-13, a separate account in Form No. 
GS-13A appended to the said rules.” 
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3. In the said rules after Rule 13, the following rule 
shall be inserted, namely :— 

-]3-A—Vouchers to be issued by certified goldsmiths 

(1) Every certified goldsmith purchasing or selling 
gold ornaments shall issue a voucher at the time 
of each transaction. 

(2) Each voucher shall contain 

(i) tire serial number of the voucher, 

(ii) date of issue of the voucher, 

(Hi) name and address of the certified goldsmith issuing 
the voucher, 

(iv) name and address of the person to whom the 
voucher is issued, 

(v) description of the ornament purchased or sold and 

flic weight and purity, of gold contained in the 
ornament, 

(vi) signature of the certified goldsmith issuing the 

voucher, and 

(vii) signature of the person to whom the voucher is 
issued. 

(3) Each voucher shal be prepared in duplicate and shall 
be serially numbered, new series of numbers being 
used for each financial year. 

(4) The duplicate copy of the voucher shall be retained 
by the certified goldsmith and the original copy of 
the voucher shall be given to the person to whom 
the voucher is issued. 

(5) The voucher referred to in this rule shall he pre¬ 
served for a period of not less than two years, 
immediately following the close of the financial year 
which it relates.”

ORDER 

New Delhi, the 14th February, 1978 

S.O. 95(E).- —In exercise of the powers conferred by sec¬ 
tion 109 of the Gold (Control) Act, 1968 (45 of 1968), the 
Central Government, being of the opinion that it is necessary 
and expedient in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts 
every person from the operation of the provision of sub-sec¬ 
tion (1) of section 39 of the said Act to the extent that he 
may be engaged or employed by a certified goldsmith as an 
apprentice for the purpose of imparling training to male, 
manufacture, repair, prepare and process any article or or¬ 
nament subject to the conditions that :— 

(a) the certified goldsmith by whom such person has 
been engaged, gets the name of such person endor¬ 


sed on his certificate by the Gold Control Officer; 

(b) the certified goldsmith aforesaid shall not engage or 
employ more than one person as an apprentice at 
a time; and 

(c) the person who is to be trained has not been con¬ 
victed or penalised for any Gold Control offence or 
for smuggling. 

Explanation. In this order, “Gold Control Offence” means 
any contravention of the provisions of Part XIIA of the 
Defence of India Rules, 1962, the Gold (Control) Ordinance 
1968, the Gold (Control) Act, 1968 (45 of 1968) or any 
rule or order made thereunder.
